DETAILED ACTION 

Withdrawn Objections/Rejections 

1 . Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on July 28, 2009 are acknowledged 
and have been fully considered. 

2. Based on Applicants amendments and arguments, the outstanding rejections 
have been withdrawn and claims 1 and 6-8 [renumbered as 1-4] are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Bell et al. (US 6,087,306) which teach granules comprising one or more 
pesticidal active ingredient, such as a herbicide or insecticide, a cationic surfactant, 
such as cetyltrimethylammonium bromide, and a basic substance, such as acid clay 
(also called Japanese acid clay). However, Bell do not teach the instantly claimed first 
acid pesticidal active ingredients and Bell et al. do not teach nor provide motivation for 
using the instantly claimed ingredients in a granular formulation comprising a non- 
disintegrable portion which is not disintegrated in water within 30 min and a 
disintegrate portion, wherein said granules are disintegrated in water within 30 min. 
Thus, the instantly claimed invention is deemed free of the art.
